Washington. April 27.— The houae 

committee room on insular affairs was 
filled to overflowing with a distin- 
guisbed body of representative men 
from the west and southwest, .Yho ap- 
peared to make formal presentation 
for the project of an international ex- 
position at St. Louis in 1903, to com- 
BMOOratf ^e Louisiana Purchase and 
th« resulting development of the 
Mississippi valley and its Tast tribu- 
tary sections. 

Bills already have been introduced 
in the senate by Mr. Cockrell and in 
the house by Mr. Lane, giving a na- 
tional aspect to the enterprise and pro- 
viding a 15,000,000 appropriation In its 
aid. This has attracted the attention 
and encouragement of the sections 
throughout the middle west, and the 
delegation now appears to urge the 
magnitude of the project from a com 
mercial and national standpoint and 
to give It a status which it is hoped 
will secure favorbble consideration in 
the present congress. 

The delegation was made up of gov- 
ernors, ex-governofs, mayors of lead- 
ing cities, former cabinet officers and 
mea^prominent in public and business 
life. 

The hearing was given under the 
auEpices of the special committee on 
thf cmtennial of 'the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, oonsisting of Representatives 
Tawney, chairman; Steele, .Sherman, 
Jof, Oorilaa, Buriie, WlUlama (Mi«i.), 
Biurtlett and Otey. 

Bz-Secretary Francis, of Missouri, 
opened the hearing. After tracing the 
development of the subject, Mr. Fran- 
cis proceeded: 

"St. Louis, as the largest and wealth- 
iest city in the Louisiana Purchase, 
was selected as the location for such an 
exposition, and the scale upon which 
it should be held was defined by tho 
convention of states and territories In 
the purchase. The convention de- 
cided that a sum less than 115,000,000 
would be insulBcient to properly 
laimoh an exposition of the character 
named, and that five millions thereof 
shoQld be furnished by the general 
goTtmment , 

"The bill before you pledges to the 
exposition government aid to the ex- 
tent of 15.000,000, which, however. Is 
not to be appropriated until the city of 
St Lou if shall have reached the sum 
of $10,000,000, and when the |5,000,- 
000 is appropriated, it is not to l)e 
made available until $10,000,000 fur- 
nished by St. Louis shall have been 
expended to the satisfaction of the sec- 
retary of the treasury. I submit to 
you as falrmlnded men whether St. 
Louis is not doing her full duty in 
agreeing to furnish $10,000,000 Of the 
116.000,000 required. 

"If congress at its present session 
should refuse or fail to pledge the $5,- 
000,000 provided for in this bill, the 
OQnstltutional amendment calling for 
the Increase in the bonded debt in the 
city of St. Louis would, in my Judg- 
ment, fail of passage at the November 
election. It cannot be voted upon 
again and the project would conse- 
quently have to be abandoned."

Create • Stir at AllrKheny. 

Pittsburg, April 27.— Two hundred 
boys employed at the Pressed Steel 
Car works in Allegheny, who struck 
for an Increase in wages, with several 
hundred sympathlzera, assembled near 
the plant and paraded up and down 
the street, hooting and howling at the 
Workmen. Two Italians were chased, 
fifkii^ J>i4t fpr the timely arrival of the 
police would have fared badly at the 
hands of the niol). The boys were em- 
ployed as rivet heaters, and are strilc- 
Ing for an increase of 16 centa a day 
nnd' a. helper. Ninety-five men work 
CO the steel presses, and 40 axle 
turners have also quit The steel 
pressers want $1.G5 for a lO-hours day 
and the turners grievance is dver the 
employment of a nonunion man. 

Strike Extends. 
Detroit, April r.-The strike of the 

Job pressmen, feeders and assistants 
assumed larger proportions. Press- 
men's Union No. 2 decided to support 
the Junior union, and its - members 
were ordered out on a sympathetle 
strike. The shops which are holding 
out against the union are tied up more 
effectually than before. A half-dozen 
of the leading Job offices have signed 
the seal* and recognised the union. 

Granted a Divorce. 

New York, April 47.— A motion to 
confirm the report of referee in the ac- 
tion for divorce brought by Mrs. Kita 
Stokes against W. B. D. Stokes, was 
mada before Judge Bischotf. There 
was no opposition and the Judge said 
be would confirm the report. The de- 
cree submitted for the judge's signa- 
ture grants absolute divorce on 
statutory grounds and permits Mrs. 
Stokes to marry again. She is allowed 
to resumed her maiden name, is given 
the custody of their only child, and is 
to receive as alimony |12,00 a year.- 

Death of blether (jenerul. 
South Bend, Ind., April 27.— Mother 
M. Annunclata, mother general of the 
Sisters of the Order of the Holy Cross, 

the headquarters of which for the 
United States is St. Mary's academy of 
this city, died from heart disease. The 
funeral will be held at St Mary's on 
Tuesday. Her family' name was Mar- 
garet McShaffery. She was born in 
1843 and educated in Philadelphia. She 
received the habit of the order In 1860 
and took the final yows .flve years 
later. In 1806 she became mother gen- 
eral of the order. 



Two Meu Hilled. 
Phillpsburg, N. J., April 27.— A 

passenger train struck and instantly 
killed two unknown men, who were 
walking on the track near Blooms- 
bury. The engineer was unawara of 
the accident until the train reached 
here, when the pilot of the engine was 
found covered with blood. Word was 
telegraphed to Bloomsbury and the 
bodies of both men were found on the 
track, horribly mangled. 

Queen KiithuKlastloulIy lii-ecivpd. 

London, April 27. — Thousands of 
persons witnessed the landing of the 
queen at Holyhead, where she arrived 
on her return from Ireland. The royal 
special train started southwards at 11 
a. m. amid an enthusiastic demonstra- 
tion. On the arrival of her majesty at 
Chester, the mayor and corporaflou of 
that place presented her with an ad- 
dress. 



Approved the Law. 
Indianapolis. April 27. — The supreme 
court of Indiana affirmed the constitu- 
tionality of the Barrett Improvement 
law, under which Improvements are 
paid for by the front foot assessnu nt.

four Lives Lost During the (iroat 
Coaflagratlon at Hull and Ot- 
tawa—Suionianr of Pro- 
perty Destroyed. 



Ottawa. Ont, April 27.— At 6 a. m. 
the Are, «Tioh has raged here and in 
Hull since 11 a. m., wasj under control. 
The number" of buildings destroyed 
will probably aggregate 2,500, entailing 
a loss of from $16,000,000 to $20,000,000. 
Between 12,000 and 16,000 men, women 
and children ara homeless. Four lives 
were lost. 

The situation at Ottawa and Hull Is 
summarised as follows: 

Ottawa, buildings destroyed, 1,000; 
Hull, buildings destroyed. 1.800. Total 
loss both cities estimated $20,000,000. 

Tdtiil insurance both cities estimated 
$12,000,000. Lives lost so far as known 
four. 

Some of the losses are: Booth Lum- 
ber company, $;;,0()0.uui) ; Eddy com- 
pany, 13,000.000; Ml Kay Milling com- 
pany, $5000,000; Hull Lumber com- 
pany, $700,000; Electric Light com- 
pany, |2.'>o.('00; Dominion Carbine 

works, $100,000. 

Tlie wind continues from the north- 
east, and unless it changes the city 
will be safe, as the fire has about 
burned Itself out toward the country. 
Should the wind turn and blow some 
of the burning debris toward the city 
there would be great danger of it 
breaking out again, as everything is as 
dry as matchwood. 

The scene of the Hull fire presents a 
vast desert of mere ashes, out of which 
the porch of Notre Dame du Grace, the 
property of the Oblates of Mary the 
Immaculate, the St. Mary's school, re- 
cently built at a cost of $15,000, and a 
cluster of residences round the ehurc li 
alone are intact Among the ruins of 
a house on Washington street, Hull, 
was found the corpse of a man named 
Bernaby Myers. 

All night In Ottawa the homeless 
ones have been going about looking 
for places In which to take up their 
abode, and In some in.stances, search- 
ing for members of their families. 
The E. B. Eddy house, which was de- 
stroyed, was a historical building. 
When the Duke of Connaught visited 
this district .'!0 years ago a grand ball 
was given him. 

To Repair the Loss. 

London, April 27.— The newspapers 
are numerous in expressing the opin- 
ion that it is the duty of Great Britain 
to promptly and substantially assist in 
repairing the lossea Incurred by the 
Ottawa flre. The St. James Gazette 
voices the general view, saying: "At 
any time such a disaster to Canada 
would have appealed irresistibly to 
the sympathies of Englishmen and the 
present (oriditlons strengthen the obli- 
gation. We liave plenty on our hands 
with the South African war and the 
Indian famine, but we shall not he 
backward in .doing all we can for our 
Canadian brothers till the bottom dol- 
lar is reached." 

About the Insurance. 

New York, April 27.— American Fire 
insurance companies will, it is be- 
lieved, suffer little from th^ Ottawa 
fire. The Aetna of Hartford, Phoenix 
of Brooklyn, Phoenix of Hartford, 
Connecticut Fire, Queen of America 
and the Insurance company of North- 
ern America do business in Canada, 
but of these one or two are said to 
confine their operations to Montreal 
risks exclusively. Foreign companies 
will have to pay most of the claims. 

Money For Snflntrere. 

Ottawa, April 27.— The government 
at cabinet meeting decided to give 
$100,000 to relieve the sufferers of the 
Ottawa and Hull flre. Ten thousand 
ddlara will ba given for Immadiate 
use. The city eoottcU has dtcldad to 
gl^e $10,000. 

Aid |i*rom Cbioago. 

ChlcaKo, April 27. — Mayor Harrison 
opened subscriptions for the Ottawa, 
Ont, tire sufferers. The list was 
headed by Mrs. C^rus McCormick. and 
grew rapi dly during the day . 

Washington, ApHl 27.— Acting sec- 
retary of War Meiklejobn received a 
telegram from General Davis, com- 
manding the military department of 
Porto Rico, saying that Governor Al- 
len had Just arrived at San Juan on 
the United Statea steamship Dolphin. 
He gave no details of the reception ac- 
corded the new executive of the Island, 
but it la supposed in accordance with 
the program he arrived in Rtate, es- 
corted by the vessels of the North At- 
lantic squadron, and was received with 
aalntaa and oth«r military honon.

polntment of Milltarv Governor. 

London, April J7. — The following 
dispatch hai* been received at the war 
efflce from Lord Roberta at Bloam- 
fontoln: 

"At the request of the high commis- 

plrmer, General Warren has lieen ap- 
pointed military governor of Grlqua- 
land West, while that part of the coilb- 
try is in a disturbed condition." 

This curious dispatch constitutes all 
the war news received up to this hour. 
The country is eagerly awaiting ta 
hear whether General French succeed- 
ed in cutting oft the retreating Boer.s ; 
but of his progress there is no word. 
The military critics of the afternoon 
papers differ as to the chances of an- 
other Paardeberg, but they agree In 
considering the situation in the Free 
State as being eminently satisfactory. 
They argue that even if General 
French is unable to intercept the main 
Boer forces he may score considerable 
success in a series of rear guard action 
or the isolation of straggling bodies. 

IxDrd Roberts' peculiar reference to 
Sir Alfred Milner over Warren's ap- 
pointment lends itself to the inference 
that the commander-in-chief of the 
British forces in South Africa scarcely 
approvesof It, and that the previous re- 
port that Warren had Im'i u recalled 
was correct, liut that lie was saved 
from coming home by the action of the 
British high commissioner. 

Acconling to a special dispatch from 
Lorenzo Marque.'s, the latest aullientic 
estimates of tlie B<)er forces place 
them at 30,900, of which 13,000 are at 
Kroonstadt, 6,000 at Fourteen Streams, 
6,000 In Natal. 700 about Mafeking and 
1,000 at Pretoria, \viiile 250 have been 
ordered north to Intercept General 
Carrington's force. The work of en- 
trenching Pretoria is progrresslng. 

Ciruiit's lUrtlutuy. 
Galena, Ills., April 27.— General U. S. 
Grant's birthday was observed here, 
with Governor Theodore Roosevelt, of 
New York, as the principal orator. 
Special trains w.ere run by the rail- 
roads and the announcement that the 
famous governor of the Ehnpire state 
waa to be present brought thousands 
of people into the quaint little city, 
which for years was the home of the 
deceased general. Nearly every busi- 
ness block and hundreds of private 
residences were ablaze with flags and 
bunting. The special train bearing 
Governor Roosevelt, Mrs. Nellie Grant 
Sartoris, her son, Captain Sartorirs, 
her daughter, Vivian Sartoris. and 
other distinguished visitors, arrived 
from Chicago shortly before the exer- 
cises began at Turner hall. 

Death of a Lawyer. 

New York, April 27.— Thomas Har- 
land. 70, a wellknown lawy r, Is dead.' 
In his younger days hi.s intellect and 
legal acumen were important factors 
in the creation of the American sys- 
tem of internal revenue law that 
originated under the exii;encles of the 
civil war. He was also the practical 
framer of our existing patent law. 
When the internal revenue bureau was 
founded at Washington in 1863. he w.is 
added to its force, and speeilily proved 
an ivaluable aid to Joseph Lewis, 
the first commissioner of internal 
revenue. 

Want Ihree Dollars a Day. 
Cleveland, April 27.— A conference 
haa been held here by commissions 
of the International Molders' union 
and the National Fonndrymen's union 
in regard to the demand of the union 
that moldera' wages in this city shall 
be increased from |2.7.'> to $3 per day 
They prepared a proposition which 
will be submitted to the -molders ami 
the foundrymen in this c^ty, continu- 
ing the rate of $2.76 until July 1. Be- 
tween now and that time, Mr. Valen 
tine says the union molders in all the 
large cities in the I'nlted States will 
make a formal demand for $3 per day. 

Landaiier Bankrupts. 

Milwaukee, April 27.— Adoph Lan- 
dauer filed a personal petition in bank- 
ruptcy in the United States court. Li- 
abilities arc stated to be $391,946 and 
assets $289,946. Of the liabilities the 
petition states that $264,355 should be 
paid by other partien on indorsed pa- 
per. Mr. Laudauer la manager of the 
Southern Agricultural works at At- 
lanta, Ga., but thia concen) Is In no 
way effected. 

More Rain In Tesas. 

Dallas, April 27.— Torrents of rain 
have been falling^ all over Texas. It is 
estimated that fully an inch fell at 
Dallas between 11 and ll:t0 a. m. 
Crops are in such bad shape that it 
the rain continues a week longeif a 
general replanting of corn and cotton 
will be necessary In many localities. 
Much of the wheat wtU be mined by 
rust. More railroad waahouta are be 
ing reported.

New York, April 27.— Andrew Carne- 
gie, in an essay in a May magasine. 

entitled "J'opiilar Illusions .^bout 
Trusts, " advocates great aggregations 
of capital its of benefit both to rich and 
poor. He says: 

Every attempt to monopolize the 
manufactu::e of any staple article car- 
ries within it.- linsoui the seeds of fail- 
ure. Long before we could legislate 
with much etTect against trusts there 
would be no necessity for legislation. 
The past proves this, and the future 
is lo conliim. Tin re sh )uld be noth- 
ing but enjouragemeni lor these vast 
aggregations of capital for the manu- 
facture of staple articles. "As for the 
result being an Increase of price to tho 
consumer tieyond a brief period, thera 
need be no fear. On the contrary the 
inevitable result of these aggregations 
Is finally and permanently to give to 
the consumer cheaper articles than 
would li:ive otherwise been possible to 
obtain, for :apital is stimulated by tho 
high profits of the trust, for a season, 
to embark again.st It. 

"The result is very Foon a capacity 
of production beyond the wants of the 
consumer, and as the new works erect- 
ed are of the most improved pattern 
and capable of producing cheaper than 
the old works, the vulnerable trusts 
are compelled to buy and capltiilize at 
two or three times their cost. There 
is thus no danger ahead to the commu 
nity from trusts, nor any cause for 
fear. 

"Coniiietlluin in all departments or 
human activity i.'4 not to be suppressed 
Already the ghosts of numerous de- 
parted trusts, which aimed at mo- 
nopoly, havo marched across the stage 
of human affairs, pointed to Its fatal 
wound, inflicted by that great correc 
tlve, competition.' The only people 
who have reason to fear trusts are 
those who trust them. 

"We eondwde that this overpower-"" 
ing Irresistible tendency toward aggre- 
gation of capital and incn\ise of size 
in every brunch of product cannot be 
arrested or even greatly Impeded, and 
that Instead of attempting to restrict 
either we should hail every increase 
as something gained, not for the rich, 
but for the millions of poor, seeing 
that the law is salutory, working for 
good and not for evil. Every enlarge- 
ment Is an improvement, step by step, 
upon what has preeej^. It does not 
tend to make the rlchjporer, but it 
does tend to make thdRoor richer in 
the possession of l.mer things and 
greatly les.-,ens tlie wide and deplorable 
gulf between the rich and poor. 

"Superficial politics may, for a time, 
deceive the uninformed, but more and 
more will all this be clearly seen by 
those who are now led to regard ag- 
gregations as Injuriciiis."

Cleveland. .April 27. — C.cneral 
Charles K. Dick is quoted as suylug 
that be felt certain that Senator Hanna 
would again accept the chairmanship 
of the nation, il committee, and would 
direct .McKiuley'.s campaign for re- 
election. Asked as to what he thought 
of Admiral Dewey's candidacy. Gen- 
eral laughingly said: "Well, I dont 
think very much about It. The Rc- 
pviljiieans and Democrats at Washing- 
ton don't even consider Admiral 
Dewey's candidacy seriously." Senia- 
tor Hanna and General Dick left here 
for Pittsburg, where they attended a 
banquet en route to Washington. 

Tom Watson's Reply. 
Atlanta, April ^27.— The action of 
Populist conventions In several north- 
ern states in indorsing Hon. Thomaii 
E. Watson, of Georgia, and naming 
him for flrat place on the ticket haa 
caused something of a stir In political 
circles all over the south. In view of 
the reoent rumors connecting him 
prominently with the Populist nomlna* 
tlon, be was asked for a final declara- 
tion. The follow iug was received from 
Mr. Watson: "Under no circumatancea 
would I accept any nomination or any 
ofllce. Please number me among the 
politically dead, and let me henceforth 
rest In peace."

It is believed that more than $100,000,- 
000 of Government money has gone astray 
aotoally and ia pioepaet, and haa found 
ltd way into th« poekata of favored oon> 

tractors and other corporate or trust in- 
t^reata daring and aince the war with 
Spain. This enOrmoos steal, mada pos- 
sible by unnecessary expenditures by 
the Government, was practicable in sev- 
eral ways, and In the purchafea of subsis 
tence stores for the army, equipment, 
the colliers for the navy, the transports 
for the army, by the charters of vesselr, 
the renting of lands and in a doaen or 
more diflferent tranaactions. 

The first of these great aoandals was 
the beef contracta. The aicond, the 
scandal growing out of' tha p\}relUM of 
several colliers, as in the case of the 
Merrimac. The third was in the pur 
chaae of tranaporta for the Atlantic 
Coast war. These cost the Government 
in round numbers $8,000,000, and $.},000, 
000 for repairs, a total of $13,000,000. 

The fourth was in the chartering of 
army transports. The total amount paid 
for this service was approximately f8,' 
000,000, and the amount for repairs waa 
nearly $.5,000,000. 

The lifth opportunity was In tha pnr> 
chaae of clothing for the army.

"The Court further inntrucl* tlie jury that if 
they believe from all the evidence that the ile- 
fen<lant. lien Lautb. did ptrsonally list with tbe 
Amessor or IX'piity Assessor of Mdsou County 
ht(i land lyluK iu Ma»ou County, Ky., in the 
year Is'.i.s. the game beluK aaset'sed for the taxed 
due in i>m, tbeu be bM «x>mplied witb tbe law 
in thifi behalf and the Jory wttl And bim not 
guilty." 

I'nder these instructions there wuavtfdlct of 
not guilty and the CommonweHltb appealx. 

The Kctlon of tbe Statute under which tbis 
Indictment was found U 4U;!U, Kentucky Statuten, 
•Dd by its terms the list re<iulred to be filed with 
tbe County Clerk muat be by metet and Bounda, 
courses and dliiaiHMS. aodUao gira Ibe neareat 
r«Rid«aee thereto. Tbe list nuat be Died on or 
before tbe 15tb day ol Anguit. 

If tbe uon-realdent owner flia •neb required 
deacriptive list once, he would not be required 
to nflleaucb liateacb year, but as to that tract 
one flitng ti luAoieBt. 

TbieeutnteieBMUdatorjr by its temia and it 
nowbara provides that any other aet tbaa aeom- 
pliaooe therewith shall be sulMtnt lo sToid the 
penalty therein impossd for a Tiolstion. 

A listing of the property by tbe owner person- 
ally witb the Assessor is not. In any sense, acorn 
pliaoce with the sutute. The list given to ttie 
A s s e ssor does not contain a description by metes 
or bound*, coumea and distances, but only Kives 
tbe number of acres, neareNt resident and mini 
bar of eltctlon precinct, as well as the value 
flzed by tbe owner, and may be luted l>etweeu 
the lAth day of Itoplaiaber and OeoaBiber oi aacb 
year. 

\V( aie aware that lu the case of Coininou- 
wealth vs. Kills, Tentli Kentucky l^w Keport, 
this cotirt held that under section 11, of Article 
1, chapter V2, Uencral yututes, a listing with tbe 
Assessor was a substantial oomplianoa with that 
act. 

That act did not jirovide for ii description l>y 
metes and hounds, courses ami distances, nor 
did It fix a tiBie for liliug a list. 

It could be said of that act without violence 
t > It) language that the lIstgiTen to the Assessor 
was such descriptive list as there required aud 
as no time was lixed in which to file with the 
Cleik. it miKht be said that the flliug of the as- 
sessment list was within tbe time contemplated, 
and that thus tbe sUtute was substantially com- 
plied with.
